Really, winter? Subzero 
temps again bearing 
down on Chicago 

Chicago Tribune 

For the second time in less than a month, pre- 
dictions of dangerous subzero temperatures 
have closed many Chicago-area schools Mon- 
day invited transportation delays and added 
to a general fatigue over the unrelenting chill 
and unusually high snowfall. 

“There’s times when I just don’t want to go 
out,” said Steven Chin, 24, of Buffalo Grove, 
who works downtown. “It’s never been this 
cold before, and it’s never snowed this much.” 

An arctic blast began to take hold Sunday 
night and was forecast to continue into early 
Wednesday morning, bringing temperatures

as low as 15 below zero and wind chills as low as 
minus 34, the National Weather Service said. 

The cold stretch comes a few weeks after a 
polar vortex plunged the Chicago area into a 
subzero freeze for 37 straight hours. 

“It just keeps getting colder,” said Jessica Ol- 
ichwier, 24, of Arlington Heights. “I’ve never 
felt temperatures below zero until this winter.” 

Chicago Public Schools called off school 
for its 400,000 students Monday and can- 


celed after-school and sporting activities. 
Suburban districts from Highland Park to 
Plainfield did likewise, many closing for the 
third day this month. 

CPS and school officials in many suburbs 
said they would decide sometime Monday 
whether to also cancel classes Tuesday, when 
the high may not get above zero. 

Metra trains were likely to experience de- 
lays, the agency said. Trains will operate at 
slower speeds if necessary to reduce stress on 
the rails. 

CTA is planning normal weekday service 
for buses and trains and will be monitoring 
weather conditions, spokesman Brian Steele 
said. 

By Sunday afternoon, Monday’s forecast 
had already prompted more than 250 flight 


cancellations at O’Hare and more than 90 at 
Midway, according to the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Aviation. 

The heavy snowfall has been good for area 
ski resorts, even though it caused some to 
close their slopes Monday 

“In the last two years, we’ve had days where 
we were closed or couldn’t open completely 
because it was too slushy too warm,” said Pe- 
ter Pope, superintendent of Villa Olivia, a ski 
hill in Bartlett, 111 . “Our numbers this year are 
great. Lots of people have been coming out.” 

Still, Pope said it wasn’t worth staying open 
during the most severe conditions. 

“It’s going to be so extremely cold that we 
just don’t anticipate many customers coming 
out, and we don’t want to put our staff in that 
situation,” Pope said.

Writer’s voice brings 
T rue Detective’ to life

Among the many things to admire about the 
newHBO crime series “True Detective” is the 
title, which is broad, pithy, self-conscious and 
laced with a stank of menace. Or maybe that’s 
just the smell it gives off when played against 
the show’s apocalyptic expanses: wide-open 
swaths of rural Louisiana that nevertheless 
seem thick with shadows. 

There’s also the morose, melancholy swing 
of the theme music, courtesy of former Chi- 
cago band the Handsome Family There’s the 
performance of Matthew McConaughey as a 
cryptic cop hunting a cryptic serial killer. And 
there’s Woody Harrelson, never better as his 
dude-ish partner. 

But the most intriguing, and defining, thing 
about “True Detective” is the language. The 
dialogue, the monologues mumbled by Mc- 
Conaughey, are alternately lyrical and over- 
written, profound and ridiculous. “I know 
who I am,” he croaks in an early episode, “and 
after all these years, there’s a victory in that.” 
Later, surveying a street, he says: “This place 
is like someone’s memory of a town. And that 
memory is fading.” 

Those lines were written by Nic Pizzolatto, 
a 38 -year-old screenwriter, author and former 
Chicago-based lit teacher. Indeed, every line 
in each of the eight episodes that make up the 
first season of “True Detective” was written 
by Pizzolatto. 

If a good TV show is tied to the voice of 
its creator, Pizzolatto’s voice arrived as fully 
developed as “True Detective” itself, which 
is trickily structured around flash-forwards 
to McConaughey and Harrelson two decades 
after the murder investigation at the heart of 
the series. In fact, the storyline of the show— 
which will have an anthology format, reset- 
ting with each new season— has a definite 
ending because, as Pizzolatto explained, “I 
like finished things with endings, not second 
acts that go on.” 

With very little TV history, how does one get 
to write all eight episodes of a show’s first 
season? 

I wrote the pilot as a sample to use to get 
work in the industry itself Then the director 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu {“Babel”} was 
interested, so I wrote a second episode. Then 
he went off to make a movie, and rather than 
wait, [Pizzolatto and his agent] decided to 
proceed with those episodes, choose a direc- 
tor and cast the leads before we pitched it to 



anyone. 

When it sold to HBO, I basically holed up 
in my office for a while, this little converted 
garage at the house we were living in Van 
Nuys [in L.A.}. I had a very rough outline 
of what I wanted to do and where I wanted 
to end. The outline became more and more 
complicated. It was written on a couple of 
thousand Post-It notes, stuck to every wall. 

It looked like madness. Sometimes I left the 
room. I live with my wife and daughter, and 
my wife was supportive and made sure I ate. 

Are you surprised that people are surprised 
you did this all yourself? 

Yes, and it speaks to my naivete, not having 
come out of the entertainment industry I get 
asked this question. People seem offended: 
Who do you think you are to do all this? But 
nobody told me I couldn’t. 

The show is a character study disguised as 
a police procedural, but did it have to be 
police? 

I think you can take any genre and it can 
be revitalized by the appearance of unique 
characters, and by allowing that genre to try 
on effects not associated with that genre. But 
this had to be a procedural, because that’s 
where my areas of research have gone deep- 
est. But also, if one of the chief aims of this 
show is an investigation into these two lead 
characters, then it seems natural to adopt the 
form of an investigation itself 

So the red meat is the serial killer investiga- 
tion. 

Or the spoonful of sugar to make the medi- 
cine go down.

Surprise! It’s Sara Bareilles

When Sara Bareilles’s third album, “The 
Blessed Unrest,” was nominated for an album 
of the year Grammy, many in the recording 
industry were shocked. 

Released in July, the album debuted at 
No. 2 after middling reviews (Rolling Stone 
wrote “the songs feel groomed for rom-com 
soundtracks”), and its anthemic lead single, 
“Brave,” had yet to conjure the same radio 
magic of her peppy previous hits such as 
“King of Anything” and “Love Song.” 

But then came Katy Perr/s “Roar.” Perr/s 
song, released months after “Brave,” bared a 
striking sonic similarity to Bareilles’ single 
and spurred a mini-controversy While “Roar” 
was another insta-hit for Perry “Brave” 
caught a second wind, eventually soaring on 
pop radio and logging more than i million 
downloads. The song is also up for pop solo 
performance— against “Roar.” 

Bareilles took a break from working on the 
score for a musical adaptation of the 2007 
film “Waitress” and penning a book of person- 


al essays to talk about

Your nomination 
surprised many as a 
Bareilles left-field pick. How 

did you react to that 

kind of criticism? 

You know, I think my ego-self might feel 
slightly offended by how shocked everyone 
was. But if I’m going to be really real about 
it, I was just as surprised. I’m not going to 
diminish the experience by telling myself in 
some way I don’t deserve it. ... It’s an incred- 
ible thing, and I’m going to celebrate it. 

Did the negativity from the Katy Perry con- 
troversy affect you in any way? 

To be totally honest, I was really disappoint- 
ed. If anyone knows me at all, my platform 
and my messaging is positive. It was aU really 
misguided, especially on social media. It re- 


ally bothers me, it feels like especially among 
women [performers] there’s this idea that 
there’s supposed to be competition. I’m sup- 
posed to hate what Katy has and vice versa, 
when I really believe there is room enough for 
everybody What she does is so different from 
what I do. Why can’t we both sing songs that 
make people feel good and still be friends? 

The controversy ultimately proved benefi- 
cial for “Brave” though. 

All of that ... felt like a gift. It was only good 
for my song. It made people listen to it or re- 
discover it. It’s only a good thing as an artist 
who is in contemporary culture to be in the 
same sentence with Katy Perry 

And now the song is ubiquitous. That must 
feel great, considering the song’s powerful 
message. 

It’s incredible to see something that you 
make take on a life of its own. I had always 
hoped that this song would connect in a big 
way But I didn’t quite anticipate this.
